After havliifr been rut and jieeled they 
Bbould be stored In piles through 
which the air may circulate readily.

Drainage — Tiled Land Can Be 
Werksd Much Earlier in Spring

A serle:' .if vi'ry iiilerrsting expert- 
mentH in i n p lotatlon were made ser- 
eral years iigo In Wisconsin, to deter- 
mine the value of drainage. The fol- 
lowing pl.'in was adopted: 

In the fall of 1!M0 a fleld contain- 
ing a little less than bU ai res wim 
tiled. The land for the most part 
was very wet and In the natural con 
ditlon timothy hay would not grow 
on the p-cater part of It. Hc ilRes ^rew 
on at least half of the field An .ther 
field of about the same area anO poh 
sessing about the same degree of nat- 
■ral drainage, was used as a check on 
the tiled land. Exactly the same kind 
of crops were grown, and the same 
treatment was given to the two fields 
so far ns possible. Surface drains 
were provided In t>oth cases. This 
land, both tiled and untiled, had been 
In meadow for ten or twelve years and 
consequently was In a poor state of 
fertility This was especially true of 
the hiFli' r and better-drained parts. 

The effect of draining was very 
marked In 1911, due principally 
to the fact that the tiled land could 
be worked considerably earlier In the 
spring. The differences ranged from 
26 to 100 per cent in favor of the tiled 
land. In 1912 the effect of tiling was 
aak quite so marked, as the dry weath- 
er of that year permitted of better 
drainage on the untiled land.' The lat- 
erala were placed aboat aerenty feet 
apart and were not laid in regular or- 
der, but more in the order of what Is 
sometimes called the "natural " sys- 
tem of tiling. The depth varied from 
1.8 feet to 3.5 feet.

Tiled Field, Showing Method of Grow- 
ing Four Crops en the Drained and 

one year: mixed hay, one year; cul- 
tivatea crops, one year; and small 
grain seedeii to clover, one year. The 
results showed an Increase In all 
crops, the ureiitest increase, however, 
being shown in the caltlvated crops. 
The average value in increase for the 
cultivated crops was $14.07, and for 
the grain crops $J>1. 

For raising truck crops on land 
near a city It Is especially desirable 
to tile. This will apply to such crops 
as iiolutues, sweet corn, cabbage, rut- 
abagas, strawberries and the like. 
Where potatoes are raised, more than 
half the cost of tiling will be recov- 
ered hi one sea^n.
